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1. The following is a quotation of the first 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling. Oil and water outlets critical or essential to the 
practice of the invention, but not included in the claim(s) are not enabled by the 
disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). 

The device is a three phase separator for gas, hydrocarbons and water, however, 
the location of the outlets for oil and water are not disclosed in the specification. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 does not recite an inlet for the combined three phase stream, or an outlet 
for gas. The claims do not recite outlets for oil and water. Closed ends on the horizontal 
and vertical separation units opposite the elbow connection are also not recited, and 
would be necessary for the device to perform its function. 

Claim 11 lacks antecedent basis for the equalizer/condenser line. It appears that 
the claim should depend from claim 10. 
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5. Claims 1-11 would be allowable if rewritten or amendecHo overcome the - - 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The recitation of a three phase separator having a cylindrical vertical unit 
connected to a cylindrical horizontal unit by a tubular elbow, with a metering plate 
within the elbow to retain natural gas in the horizontal unit patentably distinguishes 
over the prior art of record. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent 
to applicant's disclosure. Separators having features of interest include Harvey, 
Cathriner. Komistek, Bottomley, Archibald, Williamson, Malinovsky, Adams, 
Steadman, and Austrian patent 191811. On applicant's Information Disclosure 
Statement, the Japanese document number is given as 55038337. It appears that this is 
the application number, and the actual publication number is 56-137026.
